ta tha akaracUr of popular ei 
poander. not ol tha law, bat ot the 
Undenoiea ol aaodom MOtal a^ po- 
lltloal foreaa, 
Jaatiea Uariaa, at the beginning, 
^aeteUy i aaa r rod what he had to aay 
from a lejal point of riew In r»ply lo 
the t^ohiiical prawntallon nf Ihe con- 
atitttttunal pointa by Chief Juatioe Ful- 
ler. He plctnrod tha action of the 
eoart aa fraught with poaalbllltle* of 
dtaaater to American iaatitatlona. He 
denonnoed it with aa great eahemence 
a* it he had baen a Biolallatio orator 
adtlreulni; a mue meetiaf of p opa lh ta 
and laboring men. 

Ha told tha eoart dtraetly aad wlgor^ 
oaaly that by their daeialoa thay had 
showti themfH<lTee willing In Uke the 
part ol capital and power in the (rn al 
etru|ri;li' linin-naing betaroan tha forcca 
of i <.r|K>rate wealth aad tkoa* Who la 
bor with thair haada 

lie potalod oat the ln|nitic<> of Icar- 
Inir unlaxad Ika wealth of the country, 
while Imposing the burdcna for the 
aupixirtof the aUlo upon lhoa«- who 
could leaat aOonl tu bear them, and 
who, from thai kot,w«ralBaMabU to 
eaoapo.

He dwelt with •enaatlonal omphaaia 
upon the claaa** al woaltk, which, 
under the daelakw, woald bo aaempt 
from their dna ahare In tha (upport ot 
th* atate, and aa he mentioned monop- 
oly after monopoly he dwelt with 
oratorical effect upon each one— the 
rallroadk, tha telegraph companies, the 
l«le|ri>ooea, and, laat ot all, the lugar 
traat 

Aa h* went from point to point in hi* 
arirumcnt, he tnroed to one after an- 
other ot the jaatlcaa who diaagread 
with him and add n ioad hianeU dteeot- 
ly to eaeh. Jatthiaa Oiay, FteU and 
rnllar were tha target for thi* extra- 
ordinary exUbltioB. 

He went no tar aa to denounce the 
oourw of the majority of the i-ourt in 
area oooaldaring eartala propoeltlon* 
whioh had hooa UM dawa by Mr. 
OhoaM la peoaa a M ii f Ike argament 
agalBit tho oonatltntlonaltty of the 
Uw, a denanciation which gathered 
loraa aad aifalllcoiiae from the fact 
that tha court had aot only conalilcreJ 
tkoB, bal had ««apkall c a ll y accepted 
tkam aa Ita oara aoMloatao.

Pike county has llw Urgest area 
cf uny co'inty in 'he pt..le, and is 
peopled by a broad-uiliided popii- 
Ution. There are men of miuli 
romiiienee here, as well as young 
men of mnch proorisiF. The court 
uildings are more in acconi with 
the times than SDms I notice in 
ounlies more in toutli *ith tlie 
utsidc world. Tliij county was 
anied in honor of lien. Zebulon M 
Pike, a gallent soldier of the war ol 
1812. The first county buildinEs 
were erected in 1823 upon a public 
i|uare which, together with a large 
pnrtion (if the tnwn itself, held 
adversely, and the Legislature was 
apnea'.ed to for a remedy. By an 
act parsed the title of the town was 
vested in Irufteej, who were direct- 
ed to lall loto and return the pro- 
ceeds to the Oireait Clerk's office 
forth" lienefit of those who should 
prove to be the rightful owners. 

A good Mory is tolil me here up- 
on the first iustice and first jury 
trjing a case in thto county. It is 
a little lengthy but too goc«l to go 
untold. After the formatioii of the 
county Mr. Dad (for that was his 
nick-name) was appointed a Justice 
of the Peace. It was Saturday 
when a goodly number of men hud 
gathered from the country. .\t 
that time wbuky was abundant 
and chesp, and many of ths boys 
got lull, and a fight or two wa* the 
result. This efficient J. P., de- 
sirout' of good governmert, had 
warrants issued fur the ofienders, 
and they were brought to trial be- 
fore a jury summoned for that par- 
pose. After the trial wss over the 
P sent the jury lo t*>eir room to 
make up and return sverdict which 
was as follows : ■ We the jury 
agree and liod tbut the court is 
drunk, the witness drunk, the de 
fendant not guilty, and the consto- 
ble pay the cost." 

Thi! J. P.. being incensed, direct- 
ed the jury back to their room lo 
return a verdict in accord with the 
law and the facls. Out they went. 
After a sbott deliberation they re- 
turned. Tlie fcpokesman advanced 
and with much earnestness ad- 
dresseil the court thus: "Dad, we 
can't change this 'er verdict, case 
we air on oath." The court re- 
plied, "Bless God, and I will report 
yoa to Jndgs Anderson." 

I lind here, as also at Prestons- 
burj;. good schools, and ll e minds 
of tlie (iciiple well lixed witli the 
fact that good schools and well at- 
tended, churches are the great lev 
era to good socioty. Pikeville is 
situated near the foot of the Cum- 
berlaiiil Tiiunntains and in therefore 
a very lieahby location. It is a 
splendid point for an ttdnoatiooai 
center. 

The Camberland mountains were 
named by an exploring party from 
Virginia in 1750. led by Dr. Thom- 
as Walker. This was probably the 
first exploring party that ever reach- 
ed Ky. Tbey were from Orange 
and Culpepper ouonties. Their 
course led them throogh Powell's 
valley.nanied in bonorofoneof their 
parly, who cut his name "Ambrose 
I'owel\" — upon a lnjech tree. Pow- 
ell's river aUo received ila name at 
the saxe lime. They passed 
through a gap in the mountain 
range which Or. Walker named 
' Cumberl.ind Gap." This and the 
mountains.Cu mlierland moantains, 
were naiied in honor of un Knglish 
duke. Th'-se, Imwi ver, were not 
the first « bite- men who ent-red 
Keniu.hv, fur ill 17;iO John Shill- 
ing, a weaver vf Wiliiamsburg.was 
cap iireil 'jy the Indians and cor 
ried ilriMii;h what i.s now linowu 
as ihn "I'-lo. (Jrus:! ' O i his re- 
tU(n Ui bis i.aiive land he tiud ih" 
he arts o> hi- (leo'ilehy hisaccouiils 
of ihH lieHtiii:'ul cuuniry covered 
vvi;h I I rve "shite clover an!
